Dunklin Co unty Murderer Thirty Day s 
Mo re to Liv e. 


Jefferso n City , Mo ., Jan. 10.—Go ver­ 
no r Fo lk last evening granted a re­ 
spite o f a mo nth to Lo uis Eato n, who 
was sentenced to be hanged at Ken- 
nett o n Thursd ay o f this week fo r the 
murd er o f Frank Huff near Mald en, 
in Dunklin co unty , o n December 5 , 
1903. 
Eato n was co nvicted last May in 
the Dunklin circuit co urt, and 
the 
Jud gment o f the lo wer co urt was af­ 
firmed by the supreme co urt Decem­ 
ber 21. Acco rd ing to Go verno r Fo lk’s 
o rd er, the ex ecutio n will take place 
Mo nd ay . February 12, 1906. 
The three-y ear sentence o f Jefferso n 
Nunley was co mmuted to d ay by Go v­ 
erno r Fo lk to end January 11, 1900. 
Nunley was sentenced 
fro m Butler 
co unty in Octo ber, 1904, fo r embrace 
ery . 
'The co mmutatio n was reco m­ 
mend ed by Jud ge J. L. Fo rt, who said r 
“Nunley was the cat’s-paw fo r shrewd ­ 
er o nes, and , being the biggest fo o l, 
was caught. 
He was the least guilty 
o f the lo t.”
